2. Wily must Hie employer 
pfiy for prior service? 

Tliis relirement system is es¬ 
tablished under Hie .Stale Em¬ 
ployees Retirement Law wliicli 
provides Hial Hie Employer sliall 
pay for prior service in yearly 
inslallmenls, Hiere iieiiig no pro¬ 
vision in tile law for anyone 
but Hie employer lo do .so. Tlie 
reason for Hi i.s i.s very obvious 
and elementary: It would be fi¬ 
nancially impracHcal if not im- 
po.ssible for Hic employee with 
10. 15 or 20 years service with 
the Cily lo [lay for Ibis ciilior 
in cash or as an added deduc¬ 
tion from ills salary. If there 
were any oilier practical or 
workable moHiod, Hie Legisla¬ 
ture eerlainty would liave made 
provi.sion for it in Hio law. All 
cities ill Hie system recognized 
tliis except two which tried it 
on a .50 per cent allowance 
for prior service and Hicii liad 
lo rectify Hieir mislake liy an- 
oilier eleclion making il 100 per 
cent. 

We must remember also Hint 
we have valuatile employees 
wlio liavo served Hic City well, 
.some of them for over 20 ycar.s, 
and we cannot in ju-stico lo 
Hiem or lo our.selvcs a.s em- 
liioyers adopt any measure Hiat 
will benefit new employees and 
not benefit the ones wlio liavo 
served us so long. 

Bo sure to go lo Hie polls 
July 15 and vote YES on Hic 
retirement measure.

Well, many of us went back 
to school the other night to learn 
about taxes and the making of 
assessments. 

The speakers were good and 1 
some remarks were interesting. 
Some were very tiresome. I be¬ 
lieve most branches of our State, 
County and local government 
thrive on spending more and 
more money with very little 
thought of the effect it has on 
the ta.xpayers. I also believe 
the three branches of Govern¬ 
ment can and should be operat¬ 
ed at a much lower cost. I 
could be wrong. 

Regarding our local Board of 
Trustees I think they should call 
a meeting of the taxpayers and 
with the heads of the different 
departments explain the why 
and wherefore for the amount 
of monies necessary to main¬ 
tain their respective depart¬ 
ments. 

We all blew up over the in¬ 
crease of the assessed value of 
the real property and may again 
explode when we receive our 
next tax bill and find our im¬ 
provements increased accord¬ 
ingly. 

The assessed valuations of 
course are not the work of our 
Board of Trustees, but set by the 
County office. 

Maybe there should bo a 
change in that office. 

I would like to see a county 
Tax Board elected by the voters. 
(A Board of three members | 
elected for four or six years). 

Their duties should be to set 
all assessed valuations, impose 
taxes and collect them. De¬ 
partment heads then might run 
into some difficulty in securing 
the monies they claim is neces¬ 
sary to operate their depart¬ 
ments and I believe a great sav¬ 
ing would be made to the tax¬ 
payer. 

Our local Water Department 
has at times turned over to the 
General Fund a good sized 
amount of surplus funds. If 
these funds accumulate regular¬ 
ly why then take any money 
from the taxpayers to pay off 
our water bond indebtedness? 

Of course the taxpayers are to 
blame to a great extent for they 
.show very little interest in the 
cost of government until the tax 
bills are out. 

I have attended several Board 
meetings when the budget was 
i being made up for the next 
, year and never once heard a 
1 protest pn the monies wanted by 
! the different departments. If 
\ there are no complaints, the 
j Board might believe the public 
I is satisfied so naturally the 
{ monies are accepted by the 
'< Board as the right amount to 
' carry on the City business. If 
! the public showed more interest 
j by being present at the budget 
fixing and complained and pro- 
'' tested, a good saving on our 
’ tax bill might be made 
j There is no govcinment above 
i criticisni and the office hoiders 
j expect it. (That is one of the 
; honors of being in public office). 

' So why not get together with our 
i Board of Trustees and thrash 
I out all questions of each de- 
I partment. The public will be 
j better informed and the Board 
: will have done its duty. 

I A good hot meeting with criti- 
I cism and sarcasm and pointed 
i questions will be, I am sure, 

I good for all.

It was voted (,1) to accept N. 
C. Carter’s offer of two acres of 
land on the northwest corner of 
Central and Baldwin for a 
school building and (2) to issue 
bonds for $3000. A wooden 
building with two rooms was 
erected and Mrs. Cloo B. Jones 
and her pupils moved into it 
some time in 1885. A large 
door separated the rooms so 
that they could be thrown into 
one when so desired. 

On one occasion al least, Mrs. 
Jones found her.solf alone with 
the two rooms of .some sixty pu¬ 
pils to care for. At tliis distance 
tile wonders whether either cla.ss 
learned much tlial day! In a 
few years another room was 
.'dded and a third teacher was 
engaged. 

At first ihe grounds were very 
hare, so Mrs. Jones persuaded 
tile Board lo plant pepper trees 
on I he grounds and on each side 
of llie walk. Later when the 
streets were widened the outer 
row was removed. According lo 
the agreement, during llie school 
term tlie trees were cared for by 
llie pupils, during iho summer 
(lie Board arranged for the wat¬ 
ering. Happy was the boy wlio 
was a.ssigned Ihe task of bring¬ 
ing his father's hose and water¬ 
ing the trees! 

Tlie trees now to be seen at 
llie Railroad Station and on 
Wind.sor Lane are proofs tluit 
tlie work was properly done. 
This building remained tlie 
seliool for Sierra Madre until 
tlie advent of tbe Pacific Elee- 
Iric Railroad in 190G when file 
educational center was moved 
lo its pre.senl site al Highland 
and Auburn The old building 
was .sold to J. D. Tucker who 
wrecked it and out of the ma¬ 
terial built two liouscs on Sier¬ 
ra Madre. 

The story of this building 
should not pass without recall¬ 
ing -some of the teachers who 
had such an important part in 
tlie training of Sierra Madre 
youfli. 

Prof. E, T. Pierce was the 
first teacher in the first build¬ 
ing but his term was only for 
two years when ho wont to Pas¬ 
adena. Upon retirement ho re¬ 
turned to Sierra Madre and was 
very active on the .School Board. 
He was followed by Mrs. Cloe 
n. Jones who served for several 
years and who always kepi her 
liome here. Others were Prof. 
Hornby, Miss Abbie Michaels, 
Mrs. Regina Dixon, Miss Lees, 
Miss Jessie Crandall, aunt of 
Paul Carter. Mr. Brown, later 
principal at 'Woodrow Wilson 
Junior High School, taught bis 
first school here. 

No group has done more for 
tlie cultural and intcllcetual de¬ 
velopment of our city than the 
icacltcrs who tauglil at this .sec¬ 
ond school from 1885 to 1906.
